Outline of tlio Compromise Submitted by Hon. 
A. J. llundelln, 

London, April 10. — Tlio executive corn 
niittco of the Shipping Toderation met at 
York to-duy, instead of London, to consider 
the terms of compromise proposed by tho 
Right Hon. A. J. MundelU, president of 
tho Board of Trade, and his associates. 
The executive committee, after discussion, 
agreed upon tho following terms us finally 
amended : The members of tho unions were 
to work together with tho free laborers, 
employers to hi at liberty to engago any 
suitablo person, whether u union man or 
freo luborer. Foremen and shipping clerks 
ure to sever their connection with the 
Dockers' Union, on condition of being al- 
lowed freedom to join their own unions ; 
the Lihorerh' Exchange at Hull to remain 
open, absolute freedom of contract being 
maintained there.

Paris, April 19. — Yesterday Mr. Carter 
complained to the Baron de Courcelles, 
president of tlio tribunal of arbitration, of 
misrepresentation of his remarks in tho re- 
port of last Friday's proceedings as pub- 
lished in the London Times. In this report 
Mr. Carter was represented as referring to 
the American judge, Dawson, ua a two- 
penny judge. Mr. Cvrter explained that 
what he had really said was that tho 
United States could not bo held respon- 
sible for reasons which the judges as- 
signed for their decisions ; if it were bo 
the United States Government might bu 
held ausiverahle for tho decisions of any 
two-penny justice of the peace. He (Car- 
ter) never said that the judgment given by 
Judgu Dawson condemning British schooners 
seized in Behring Sua was incorrect. On 
tho contrary, ho believed that judgment to 
be sound, n,nd should endeavor to defend it. 

The judgment spoken of by Curtor was 
that delivered by Judge Dawson in the 
United States District court of Alaska, in 
tho cases of the schooners Dolphin, Anna 
Beck, Grace and Ada, which opinion widely 
reviewed the claims and directed that judg- 
ment of forfeiture be issued against the 
vessels. 

In resuming his nrgumcnt before tho 
tribunal, Mr. Carter claimed that seals were 
not ferae naturae, but private property 
when nourished and tended by man, and ho 
quoted eases supporting this contention, 
notably the caso of Morgan v. tho Earl of 
Abergavenny, which resulted in a decision 
that deer were private property similar to 
deer and swans being wild until cultured. 
Seals frequenting l'ribyloff Islands were, 
Mr. Carter contended, guarded and cher- 
ished by the United States and therefore a 
species of husbandry was formed giving 
proporty right to seals. 

Great Britain claimed tho right to proy 
upon animals whose very existence to-duy 
was duo to tho efforts of tho United States. 
Tho extermination of seal life in Behring 
Sea had been prevented by tho United 
States. This action of the United States 
was worthy of the recognition of humanity 
who still benefited from tho sealing industry. 
Mr. Carter diverged from the main line of 
his argument to discuss the ubstract ques- 
tion ot property. 

Baron Do Courcelles asked whether he 
wished to enter into tho consideration of 
tho socialistic theory. After replying 
affirmatively, Mr, Carter quoted Projdhon's 
maxim, "property ia robbery," and cited 
cases in which the rights of humanity had 
been enforced against private and national 
rights. For instarce, he said, iu 1840 
Great Britain, with the approval of the 
world, had made war against China to com- 
pel the opening of the Chinese ports. If 
the countries growing Peruvian bark should 
declare their intention to destroy the plant 
the cither countries of the world would 
bo justified in interfering in the 
name of humanity's right to prevent 
such destruction. The right of power 
might include in most oases the right to 
destroy, but thousands of laws existed to 
prescrvo to humanity the uso of the products 
of certain kinds of property. Why did 
Great Britain oosupy Egypt to-day ? What 
grounds had she for holding dominion over 
those poor Egyptians V Wus it merely bo- 
cause they were impoverished and unde- 
fended ? No, it was because Egypt was in 
tho pathway to Great Britain's mighty com- 
merce with the East. If the Egyptian Gov 
eminent was not able to assuro to Great 
Biitain the safety of this pathway, Great 
Britain was justified in her interference. 

Buron do Courcelles — " You seem to tako 
a very high view of tho subject. You an- 
ticipate tho verdict of history." ' 

Senator Morgan (to Mr. Carter)— " If 
this tribunal decide that the United States 
do not own tho seals, oimht the United 
States to repeul laws concerning Heal life iu 
Behring Sea J " 

Mr. Carter— "I think not ; but tho ques- 
tion is unimportant as in tho event of such 
a decision there would soon bo no Beals. 
Permission for pelagic sealing means tho ex- 
termination of seal life."

LUCY LABCOM. 



Death of the 



New England l'octcss- 
of Her Career, 



Boston, April 10. — Miss Lucy Larcom, 
the poetess, died yesterday ufter a protract- 
ed illness. Lucy Lircom was born in Bev- 
erly, Mass., in 1826. Ah a child of seven 
years sho wroto stories and poems for her 
own amusement. When sho was ten years 
old her father died, and her mother eBlub- 
lished a factory boarding houae at Lowell, 
where, after spending two or three years in 
school, Lucy entered tho mills. While 
working aa a cotton oporativo sho contrib- 
uted largely to the "Lowell OfTjring," 
writing for tho first volumes a series of 
parables that attracted attention. John 
U. Whittter, who then conducted a 
free soil paper in Lowell, encouraged her 
literary efforts. When about 20 years of 
ago she went to Illinois with a married 
sister, taught thero for somo time, and was 
for three years a pupil in Monticello female 
seminary. On her return to Massachusetts 
she was employed for six years in a seminary 
at Norton, but desisted on the failure of her 
health, only taking classes occasionally in 
Boston schools. About this tinio the lirst 
of her many published works appeared. It 
was issued iu 1859 at Boston, under the 
title of "Ships in tlio Mist and Other 
Storiea. " During tho civil war sho wrote 
many patriotic poems. When Our 
Young Folks was established in Boston, 
iu lHlio, she became an ussistant and in the 
following year chief editor. In 1808 
she published "Poems," her first 
volume of poetry. Iu 187d sho retired 
from the chief editorship of Our Young 
Folks, removing to Beverly, Mass., and de- 
voted herself to writing stories and poems, 
which were published successfully as fol- 
lows: "An Idyl of Work, a Story in Verse," 
in 1875 ; "Childhood Song-," in 1877, and 
"Wild Roses of Capo Ann and Other 
Poems, " in 1880. A complete collection of 
her "Poetical Works" appeared in 1884, 



Mexican ItiindKtl. 

City ok Mexico, April 19.— A noted Mex- 
ican criminal named Amaria recently ar- 
rived from the United States in the district 
of (Juerrera, state of Chihuahua. Thero ho 
organized a band to waylay parties carrying 
ailvcr from tho mines. Ho and his party 
were surprised by a detachment of 243 
troops and a fierce fight ensued. Tho ban- 
dits dually took refuge in a building, wdiere 
at last accounts thoy were still being be- 
sieged by the troops, who had been rein- 
forced by miners. Amaria has with him 82 
men. He ia wanted in the United States for 
several crimes. 

Argentine's Debt. 

London, April 10. — Tho Argentino 
eminent has made through the Barings, an 
nfb-r to (he Rothschilds committee to pay 
£1,600,000 annually with resumption of pay- 
ments ufter live years, as a settlement of the 
foicign debt, the bondholders to arrange 
among IhemtelveH how the amount shall be 
apportioned. This last provision will ren- 
der futile the whole oiler, as it is likely to 
cause etidleas discussion among the claim- 
auts. 

Kaiser anil Tope. 

Bkulin, April.— It is officially stated 
that tho German Emperor will visit tho 
Pope on April 23. 

Four Sailors Lost. 

London, April 19. — The American bark 

C. Southard Hurlbert from New York, 
November 15, for San Pedro and Redondo, 
which has arrivod at Montevideo, reports 
the loss of four of her crew on tho voyage. 

Ferdinand's Wedding, 
F'iohence, April 19.— Tho wedding of 
Priuco Ferdinand of Bulgaria, and Princess 
Marie Louise, eldest daughter of tho Duke 
of Farmti, will take place to-morrow at Via 
Reggio. Among tho guests who have 
already arrived to attend the ceremony are 
Prince Augusta Louise of Suxe Cobourg ; 
Arch Duchess Clothildo of Austria ; Prin- 
cess Amelia of Bavaria, and the brothers 
and sisters of Prince Ferdinand. 

l'rot*Hl Agnlnhl Cnpt'. Romp. 

Paws, April 18.— Severul newspapers 
protest against the selection of Capt. Henry 

D. Borup to assist in tho reception of the 
Frtnch military delegates at tho World's 
Fair. Tne ground on which the protest is 
mado concern chatgea brought last year by 
tho French government against Capt. Borup 
while ho was a military attache of the Uni- 
ted States legation in this city, that he com- 
municated to European powers tho secret 
plans for the military defense of France. 

The Ann Arbor Boycott, 

London, April 18. — In a leader concern- 
ing the decision of Judge Rix in the case of 
tho Ann Arbor boycott in America, the 
Daily Chronicle says: 'The Toledo de- 
cision give3 a great stimulus to railway 
organizations, Tho Amcricun railway 
monopolists, anxious to escape the Scylla of 
workingmen's dictation, have fallen into tho 
Chary bdia of public contest, for the decision 
can be defeated only on the principle that 
railways are practically public property." 

ICauk Svt Intllers Sentenced. 
Paris, April 19. — M. Donon, of the So- 
ciete des Depots, was to-day sentenced to 
imprisonment for four yo irs, M. Ganthier 
to two years and M. Poisson for three 
months, for fraudulent aots in connection 
with the failure of that institution, which, 
according to tho report of the Government 
accountant Flory, was used by Charlos do 
Lesseps and other Panama directors to aid 
thorn in obtaining [enormous profits from 
operations on the Panama canal. Tho So- 
cieto des Depots subsequently collapsed 
and criminal prosecutions began against 
Poie3on and others connected with it. 

Rumored Italian riots. 

ROME, April 19. — Archduke Rainer, of 
Austria, arrived hore this afternoon and 
dined at the Quirinul this evening. As 
rumors of u plot to assassinate him, or King 
Humbert, or tho Germun Emperor, aro cir- 
culated persistently, many Austrian and 
Italian detectives aro watching the palace 
and tho Austrian embassy and tho route be- 
tween them. Moro than .'IjO Socialists and 
AnurchistB huvo been arrested sinco Sunday. 
All will be detained until tho cIolio of the 
futea. Tho Radical and Socialistic news- 
papers are protesting strongly against tho 
summary measures adopted by the police. 

The Belgian Bltuatlon, 

Paris, April 19.— It is reported that the 
Belgian deputies are moved to uocept the 
Nyssen proposals by King Leopold's threat 
to elissolve the chamber. Both the Popo 
and Mr. Gladstone urged the King to tako 
this position, 

Hlaic Traders Defeated. 
Betjssels, April 19, — Advices from 
Bomb* atato that Commander d'Hauis won 
another important victory over the Arab 
o traders in the Congo state on January 
0, Chief Maharra was among the killed. 

The Czar's rnHicr V.ag. 
BuitLlN, April 19. — Tho Russian czar, 
now ut tho Livadia Palace in the Crimea, is 
said to have found an exquisitely painted 
egg on his table on Easter morning. It 
mtained a Bmal! ivory dagger, two ivory 
oath houds and a slip of paper henring tho 
•ords " Christ has risen, wo also shall rise 
again." Tho egg must have been placed on 
the table by one of the Czir's household, as 
nobody oleo had access to tho room in which 
it waa found.

Ottawa, April 19— Tho demand for samples 
of Beed gruin received at tho Experimental 
Farm ia unprecedented this spring. The 
supply is now exhausted, und Director 
Saunders is obliged reluctantly to decline 
to fill further applications. Over thirteen 
thousand samples have been sent out to 
date. Thrco thousand seven hundred ap- 
plications were receivod at the farm during 
tho present month. 

The Government contemplates asking a 
Parliamentary appropriation to erect new 
departmental buildings to enable brunches 
of the public service now scattered through 
different sections of the city iii rented 
buildings to bo located on Government pro- 
perty. Tho site suggested is immediately 
in front of the present post office und im- 
mediately over the Rideuu canal A grand 
arch will have to bo built over tho canal to 
sustain the building. 

To avoid misconception and ensure uni- 
formity iu the collection of duty, collectors 
of customs have been instructed that paving 
blocks of stone not further advanced than 
chipped or rough hammered aro dutiable at 
20 per cent.

Halifax, April 19.— That yesterday's 
north-east galo caused considerable havoc 
to shipping is evident from tho casualties al- 
ready reported.

It is the 12th anniversary 
of the death of tho famous statesman, and 
in accordance with tho custom inaugurated 
in 18S3 by tho Primrose League, the organ- 
ization brought into existenco in memoriam 
of the dead Premier, whose favorite flowor 
wus tho primrose, tho day is being univer- 
sally observed by tho knights, dames and 
associates of tho Leogue, each of whom is 
pledged under its constitution to wear a 
hunch of the flowerB throughout tho d^y. 
The membership of tho League now num- 
bera a million und a half, and the Marquis 
of Salisbury is ita grand master, 

AMERICANS IN HONOLULU. 

An Ollleer of tho "Rush" Says the Colonists 
Will Not Submit to the Establishment 
of Ifonarcby. 

San DlEao, Cal., April 19. — The officers 
of the revc^nc cutter Richard Rush whioh 
has arrived at this port, thirteen days from 
Honolulu, ure confident that no disturbances 
will take place there so long as negotiations 
aro iu progress. Lieut. McConnell says : 
" The Americans who have interests there 
will never submit peacefully to the re- 
establishment of a monarchy under uny con- 
ditions. There will surely be bloodshed if 
any attempt is made to reinstate the Queen. 
Springfield rifles are kept loaded to resist any 
audi attempt and Commissioner Blount 
is fully aware of this fact. The sentiment 
against annexation is fomented almost en- 
tirely by British residents, but they are few 
and have not much power. The natives as 
a great body do not seom to know or euro 
how the thing goes." Being asked if thero 
was any probability that the British would 
attempt to laiso thoir flag, McConnell said : 
"No, thore ia no probability of that, though 
the British wore anxiously awaiting Her 
Majesty's ship Hyacinth, which was ox- 
pected to arrivo, and thoy may have some- 
thing in viow. But they are in tho minor- 
ity and are not expected to interfere." The 
Rush will remain in port for severul days, 
and orders are expected to proceed to Behr- 
ing Sea. 



CHINESE ARRIVALS. 

Pew of tho Mogul's Celestial Passen- 
gers Are Allowed to Laud 
at Taconia. 



A Well-Organized ami Powerful Gang 
of Opium and Chinese 
Smugglers. 



Tacoma, April 19. — Tho wharf where the 
Oriental steamer Mogul, of the N.P.R. line, 
liea, was the scene of much excitement all 
to-day. Tho close examination of each 
Chinaman resulted iu the entry of but very 
few. A few who had been well coached 
passed examinations, altlrough it was evi- 
dent that they had never before Bot foot in 
tho United States, wero allowed to 
laud. Others who had either forgotten 
their instructions or hud not been thorouch- 
ly posted did not pass examination, and 
were rejected. Col. Eflingor, counsel for 
the Chinese, says he will have convincing 
proof from Chicago that the alleged aotore 
aro bona-fide ones and huvo a right to lund 
and it will be ordered ho thinks. The Mogul 
saila to-morrow at 4 a.m., but it is belioved 
that but few will return to China, as it is 
thought they will land in British Columbia 
at $50 per head, and from thence be smug- 
gled over the border into tho United States. 
The majority of those landed went to Port- 
land on to-day's train, but ono atarted for 
Chicago. None were allowed to remain ic 
Tacoma. The only Chinese here at present! 
are four who keep a largo importing bouse, 
aud no attempt hns been make thus far to 
increase their numbers. 

Tho Evening News alleges that it is in 
possession of information showing that the 
rumor of a well organized gang of smug- 
glers on thiB Coast is too true, that there 
are among them muny prominent men and 
it is thought that some Government officials 
are iu the ring. Disclosures are intimated 
at, but those who aro able to make them 
say the combination iB too strong to cope 
with and they would not bo able to sub- 
stantiate thoir charges. A certain customs 
inspector said ho could throw light upon the 
smuggling business, but ho feared to lose 
his official head if lie did so, and that a 
gigantic smuggling system both in opium 
and Chinese goes on unmolested, boeauso of 
the high standing and official rank of many 
of the members of the gang. 

One of tho fastest and most notorious 
smugg ing vessels on the Northwest coast is 
out ot the way in the Minno-hu-ha, lost off 
Discovery Island. Inspector Coblentz to- 
day Biid : She was one of the fastest little 
steamers I ever saw, and many times 
escaped with a load of Chinamen aud opium 
when chased by tho cutters by showing 
them n clean pair of heels. Tho Sound is a 
fair field for tho work. A steanior can 
leavo Victoria during tho darkness, run 
down tho Sound even so far as Olympia. 
land her illicit cargo along the shoro in the 
pinery forests, and bo back in Victoria at 
her berth before daylight." A special and 
favorite spot for smugglers of iato is tho 
shore botween Scattlo and Everett and tho 
shores of Whidby Island. Inspector 
Coblentz said that tho wholesale smuggling 
could not bo stopped until inspectors and 
faaler reveuuo cutters are put upon the 
Sound. 

San Francisco, April 19. — Collector 
Phelps bus not changed hia mind about 
the Chinese on Iho steamship China, who 
arc in transit to Portland. It is not very 
likely that ho will, und unleas tho appli- 
cants aecuro writs of haheua corpua they 
will have to return on tho vessel. As yot 
tho ChinoBO huvo not secured counsel, bnt 
it is more than likely that an attorney will 
bo retained to Bccuro their freedom after 
tho writs aro obtained. Tho number on 
board tho China going to Portland excited 
tho suspicion of Collector Phelps. Tho 
papers the. Ohinoao havo aro worthless, und 
Collector Phelps maintains that he cannot 
accept them as proof sufficient on landing. 
As already noted, tho Belgie ia now on hor 
way in, and lias a largo number who havo 
selected Portland aa their deatinatiou. 
They ore also likely to meet with reverses.

Slio has 
carried lota of gold dust from Yale to this 
city. 

Many eattlo ore reported to bo dying on 
Sumas prairie, tho result of starvation dur- 
ing the winter owing to insufficient buy 
having been put up. This left tho catte in 
a very weak condition and they quickly 
succumbed after getting on the new grass, 
which ia now about six inches high on the 
prairie. As many a3 three hundred he.id 
are reported to liavo diod already and their 
carcases are on the prairies. Amos Bowman 
is said to bo one of the heaviest iosers, having 
lost sixty head already. 

NELSON. 

(From tho Minor.) 
Secretary Bigelow, oi the South Kootenay 
Board of Trade, has received the bourd's 
certificate of incorporation. It was decided 
to elect the officers and tho minimum num- 
ber of councillors, with the understanding 
that they tender their resignation so as to 
ensure a fair representation of the member- 
ship throughont the district. The following 
• officers were elected : R. E. Lemon, presi- 
dent; J. Fred Hume, vice president; G. A. 
Bigolow, secretary- treasurer; A. H. Buchan- 
an, Charles VanNess, W. P. Tcetzel, G. V. 
Holt, T. E. B. Turner, G. C. Hunt, F. J. 
Squires and J. A. Gilker, members of the 
council. 

Contractor Larson's engineer and a oar- 
load of tools and other appliances for carry- 
ing on the work of construction of tho Neb 
sou & Fort Sheppard railway are reported to 
be utNorthport on their wuy to this city. 
It is said 2,500 men will bo put to work iu- 
sido of two weeks. 

The addition to tho New Denver town- 
site held by George A. Bigelow was sold 
luto this afternoon to W. D. Middough, on 
behalf of his syndicate, for §10,000. 

There was a flurry in real estate circles in 
Nelson this week, caused by the purchase 
of the towEsitc of Four Mile City en bloc to 
VV. D. Middough, in the interests of East- 
ern Minnesota aud Illinois capitalists. The 
purchase price has been given out as $18,- 
00O, from which has to bo deducted pay- 
ments already made by individual holders 
of lots in the townsito. 

There is reason for believing that tho 
CP. R. will speedily commence building 
operations with a view to getting into tho 
Stocan country. The busis for the belief is 
in the report that the Dominion Government 
by order-in-eouucil has givou tho company 
a charter to build tho road, which carries 
with it tho customary bonus of $3,200 per 
mile, and thejiccompanyiug repot t that tho 
Provincial Legislature has been asked to 
assist tho road in tho form of guaranteeing 
tho railway company's bonds at four per 
cent, for a period of 25 years. Tho road is 
to run from Rovelstoko to the lower end of 
the Upper Arrow lake, and from Nakusp to 
tho head of Slooan lake. 

Luokily British Columbia has some men 
of the right slamp in the right placo. One 
of these is D. H. Hume, conductor of tho 
dining car Claremont on tho Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway. Whilst at broakfast atten- 
tion was directed to a little group of travel- 
lers standing around a glass caso in the car 
and handling specimens of ore. On his own 
responsibility Mr. Hume has collected speci- 
mens from Kootenay and put them Where 
they could bo best seon by tho passengers 
who are constantly passing through his car. 

Mr. Hume's example is worth copying. 

A few days ugo T. J. Davics went grop. 
ing uround with a pick nt tho head of tho 
lake and found a small scam where galena 
and autimonial silver was mixed up with 
the rook. He immediately staked a claim 
along tho lakcshoie. On Sunday Harold 
Solous staked olFu, claim up the hill, and in 
fcho afternoon of tho aamo day G. [11. Nagle 
and others Htruck a Htrcnk of solid nrn 
about air inches in width, which was only 
about ten feet away from the original find. 



The ore is not unlike much of tho Slocan 
ore. The formation is very similar to that 
abovo Ainsworth. 

Tho Rip Van Winkle mine, near Lytton, 
will probably bo ono of the next great ex- 
citements. Tho mine is equipped and in 
■working order. Mr, HobsoD, a placer 
miner of thirty years' experience in Cali 
fornia, is in charge. Public opinion says 
that the mino is a sure thing already, and 
shures that woro bought last summer at 
$1,000 are sought eagerly but vainly at 
§4,500 to-day. 

Joshua Davics is expected to arrive in 
town this evening. Thoso who have seen 
Mr. Davics in town affirm that ho has un- 
dergone a change of spirit, and that he is 
now anxious that all should make a long 
pull, a strong pull and a pull altogether for 
Nelson. There are many events in recent 
history which have doubtless hud this effect 
upon tho premier real estate boomer of 'the 
Province. The Official Uszette of April (J 
contains notice of tho incorporation of the 
West Kootenay Laud company, tho trustees 
of which are nono other than Joshua Davics 
and W. P. Sayward, of the Uavies-Sayward 
syndicate : D. C. Corhiu. of the Nelson & 
Fort Sheppard railway ; and E. Crowe 
Baker und Thornton Fell, of Victoria. 
This company, by its certificate 
of incorporation is authorized to 
conduct a general real estate 
and financial agency business, acquire and 
dispose of mineral properties, and in fact 
transact any business in which there is any 
chance of a profit, from tho maintaining of 
a school houso to the running of a wayside 
inn. It looks almost as if there would bo a 
consolidation of tho laud interests of tho 
Nelson & Fort Sheppard Railway Company 
and that of the several townsites held by 
tho Dayies-Sayward syndicate. This is not 
improbable as thoso interested in the rail- 
way construction and tho laud speculation 
havo somewhat identified their several 
iuterests during the past few months. A 
company possesing the properties that tho 
West Kootenay Land Company is likely to 
possess will ho ono of great strength, and if 
tho promoters are as much in earnest as 
they pr dess to bo concerning that strong 
pull for Nolson they can do tho city an 
almost incalculable amount of good. 

NANAI.1IO. 

Nanaimo, April 19.— As a result of the 
recent amateur performances of " Rumplo- 
Btittskins," given under tho management of 
Mrs. Dr. L. T. Davis, checks of §200 have 
been presented to St. Paul's church and to 
the Fire department.

The conversazione in tho opera house to- 
morrow evening, in aid of tho hospital, will 
bo a great success. A very largo number of 
tickets havo been sold, and a really first- 
class entertainment will bo provided. 

The proposed organization of a district 
Horticultural Sociaty hasbeon well received. 
At u recent meeting preliminary stops were 
taken towards the desired end. Next 
Monday a second meeting will be held, when 
representatives from tho various sub-dia- 
tricts included in Nanaimo district, will be 
presont and tho election of officers and tho 
drawing up of rules will be proceeded with. 

At 1 o'clock this morning firo broko out 
in the colter underneath W. S Lanto's gro- 
cery store, Bastion street. For a time it 
looked us if not only Lanto's store, but the 
adjoining buildings, occupied by ex-Mayor 
Hilbert, would be consumed by the flames. 
Fortunately the firemen responded with 
alacrity to tho ringing of tho fire bell, and 
several streams of water were soon playing 
on the fire. After half an hour's work the 
conflagration wus subdued, but not before 
considerable damage had been done Tho 
cellar was filled with goods of every de- 
scription, principally feed, which was en- 
tirely spoiled by tho water.

THE BELGIAN FRANCHISE. 

Provisions Of tho Proposed Nj'SBcn Cumula- 
tive Voting Mll-Aii> Obligatory 
Exercise. 

BRUSSELS, April 19. —The scheme of 
plural or cumulative voting, provided for in 
the Nyssen bill, confers a voto on every male 
citizen aged twenty-five years who has resid- 
ed at least one year in the sumo commune, 
and has never been convicted for an infrac- 
tion of the law. The bill confers an addi- 
tional voto on chose who possess tho follow- 
ing qualifications : 

1st. Every mulo citizen aged .'10 years und 
either murried or a widowor, paying a gov- 
ernment tax of at least ffve francs a month, 
unless exempted from the tux account by 
hia profession. 

'2nd — Every malo citizen aged 25 years, 
who ia an owner of real estate of tho valuo 
of at least two thousand francs or who has 
heon inscribed for at least two hours on the 
lodger of tho pnblic debt or in tho Btock- 
book of a bank for savings as tho possessor 
of at least a hundred francs in Belgian 
rentes. 

3rd. — Evory malo citizen aged 25 years 
who ia the bearer of a diploma of superior 
education or a similar certificate' showing 
that he baa attended a complete course of 
higher instruction in a public or privuto 
seminary, or that is filling or has filled u 
public ofiico, or is holding or has held a post 
or is exercising or has exercised a profession 
implying superior education. The question 
as to what positions and professions are to 
he regarded os qualifying under this clauso 
to be decided by law. 

No person ia to be entitled to more than 
three votes, and voting is mudo obligatory.

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A. THREAT TO KILL. 



Interesting- Case Partially Ventilated 
iu the Police Court Before 
Magistrate Macrae. 



Mr. T. W. Pierre Tells ot the Ar- 
rangement with Mr. .Jacksou 
aud Its Termination. 



In tho city police court yesterday morn- 
Charles Renward und William Kirk Jack- 
son were each charged with having used 
threatening language, and each found sure- 
ties in the sum of §100 to keep tho peaco for 
a period of three months. Tho case of Mr. 
Jackson, in which Mr. T. W. Pierro was the 
complainant, possessed elomonta of some- 
what peculiar interest, and which will also 
bo ventilated in tho County court suit of 
Jackson v. Pierre. 

Mr. Pierro was the only witness in the Po- 
licecourtaction. Hesummarized the threats 
used by charging Jackson with having said 
to him : ''I will kill you," or words to that 
effect, and after asserting that he considered 
hiniBelf in danger, proceeded to reviow tho 
circumstances ieadiug up to tho trouble. 
According tc tho complainant's deposition 
he and tho defendant havo been acquainted 
for about ten years, defendant now being 
about 77 years of age. Some time ago tho 
defendant, Jackson, gave to Pierre certain 
sums of money— $420 in tho first instance, 
then §25, $10, a check for §11.50, and a 
stone, which was sold for §,'5— with tho 
understanding that Pierro would take care 
of him should he bo uuablo to work. For 
this consideration, ho also promised to deed 
to Pierre ten acres of land in the town of 
Whatcom. 

" lie told mo ho wanted mo to take caro 
of him," said Pierre in tho Police Court, 
"I was to use, and did uso the money in 
my own private interests, as well as iu oar- 
ing for him. I can't say just how much I 
expended on his account. Tho §120 was 
given me prior to December last, and Jack- 
son took no receipt, as tho money was a 
gift to me. List week ho came to mo and 
asked for $200, saying he wanted to go 
away. I told him I had used it, and hadn't 
that much. He said : ' Where is my 
money, then?' I said that I didn't know 
anything abont his money, and he answered 
that ho had givon mo money to keep for 
him. This, I denied ; I told him that he 
had given me the money. 

" What he had said was : 1 Hero, take 
this money and use it as you like. I'm only 
sorry I didn't give you tho two lots instead 
of selling them.' Ho said : ' I'll only need 
a suit of clothes and a pair of boots ; I'm 
not going to last long.' I told him that 
would be all right, I'd do the right thing by 
him. He gave me the money after he had 
deeded me the ten acres of land at What- 
com. I considered that it belonged to me 
personally, and used it accordingly. He 
gave me the laud and tho money to keep for 
him should he get out of work. 

" I didn't refuse to give him tho §200. I 
told him to wait and he'd get it ; that if 
he didn't want me to havo it I would 
return every cent of it to him. 
I intended to restore every cent of it less 
my accouut, §300 48, for board, loss of time, 
etc. I cannot tell tho items of tho account. 
I was willing to give him his balance. He 
told mo tho day afterward chat ho was 
going down to his lawyer in tho Giacomb 
case and that ho would " fire " mine also. 
I advised him to keep cool, and told him 
that I'd give him S100 on accouut, and that 
if he came round at 4 or 5 p.m. I'd try to 
have tho rest for him less my account. 

" Well, ho name and I told him to go and 
bring Mr. Sharp, my father-in-law, and I 
would then pay him. Ho said ho had 
nothing to do with Mr. Sharp. I arranged 
to meet defendant at Mr. Sharp's house on 
the Friday evening following, and did meet 
him there and tendered him §1G'J 02 in full 
of account, less my board bill, etc., Beveral 
items of which he disputed. 

" On ThurBduy morning tho defendant 
came into my shop, on his way to his law- 
yer in the Giscombe v. Worlock case, and 
threatened to bring me into court. Ho then 
said if tho court didn't settle the case to 
suit him ho kuew what to do. I asked him 
what ho would do and ho said, ' I know 
how to fix you.' I asked him how, and lie 
replied, ' kill tho three of you,' meaning, as 
I understood, Mr. Giscombe, Mr. Worlock 
and myself. Tho threat frightened me; I 
really believed the defendant would hurt 
mo. Two days after I laid tho information, 
I was standing at my door getting ready to 
go out when the defendant came along. We 
were talking about how ho came to give me 
tho money and he said ho was not satisfied 
with my account. Suddenly he jumped up 
and rushed at me with his fist clenched. He 
Baid : ' You talk like that to mo after you 
rob me, will you ? ' I opened the door and 
got out. Afterwards I met him with others 
present, aud was not afraid. I tried to ar- 
range a peaceable settlement but could not." 



BRITISH COLUMBIAN INDIANS. 

.Seventeen Representatives of the NImpklBh, 
Koskemo, Nawltte and Guetella Tribes 
Arrive. In Chicago. 

(Chicago Paper). 

Prof. F. Putnam, head of tho World's 
Fair ethnological department, sat before his 
desk iu the administration building a few 
days bio.ee, wondering what had become of 
his Quocqueth Indians. Two weeks ago 
they left Vancouver's Island in British Col- 
umbia, and took tho train for Chicago. 
They were due lust Friday, and the pro- 
fessor was anxious. In the midst of his 
agonizing, tho soft patter-patter of light 
feet fell on his ears, and he raised his eyes 
to find his Indians before him. 

" Waugh," cried the professor, who can 
speak Cherokeo to a Brule Sioux so tluently 
that an Ogalalla can understand the con- 
versation. "Myred-faco brothur is wel- 
come. Take a chair," and he beamed on 
tho seventeen salmon fullers from the 
Pacific Slope. " We are very glad to meet 
you," replied George Hunt, ono of tho 
Indians, in irreproachable English. " We 
had a fatiguing trip and arrived over tho 
Chicago k Northwestern last evening. Wo 
await ynur pleasure," and ho shook hands 
with Prof. Putnam uud introduced him to 
his companions. 

Tho red men are the World's Fair repre- 
Fontativos of tho Nimpkish, Koskemo, 
Newitto and Guetella tribes of British 
Columbia. These are sub-tribes of tho once- 
poworful Quocqueth tribo which ranged the 
upper P.icific slope. 

Constant contact with white men, be- 
ginning many years ago wheu the Hudson 
Bay Company first opened a trading post on 
Vancouver's Island, lias civilized them more 
or less. The opening of the salmon-canning 
industry gave employment to a great many 
Indians, the men in fishing and tho women 
in canning. Agriculture i3 pursued to a 
limited extend," and tho industrial arts 
are making rapid hoadway with the 
islanders. 

In the party that oamo yosterday aro ten 
men, four womon and a littlo girl and a 



baby boy. Tho younger men and women 
understand English and some of them write 
it with ease. When they speak, it is with 
tho English accent, and ono round-faced 
brave sported a noartly blocked-out pair of 
mutton chop whiskers. 

James Deans, of Victoria, B.C., a Scotch- 
man who has lived among the Coast Indians 
for forty years, brought the Quocqueths to 
Chicago. Tho leading man is (ieorgo Hunt, 
whose father was a Scotchman and whose 
mother was an Alaskan Indian. Klow- 
Coot-Lass, tho eldest bravo among them, 
sported a jaunty straw stiff brimmed hat 
wsth light blue ribbon, emphasizing tho 
sign of spring. His trisyllabic name, which 
means ' 'Every-body-got-thoir-coppers-from- 
him," serves tho donble purpose of a cogno- 
men and an advertisement. A "copper," 
Mr. Deuns explained, is supposed to be the 
heritage left by tho Phoenicians, whom, it is 
believed, back in tho remote ages sailed tho 
Pacific coast. It is a piece of pure coppor 
mined in Alasku, shaped liko a double 
wedge, with a T shaped cross cut into it. 
The cross is called a "tau" by the Indians 
and is identical in name and design with 
those found on ancient Asiatic coins. 
Among the Pacific Coast IndianB the man 
who owns tho most coppers is tho richest 
man, and Klow-Coot-Lass is a dealer in 
coppers. 

Johnnie Wah-Muck, Johnnio Hakelass, 
La David, Na-Mo Tlass, Johnnio Drabble, 
are the names of others of Prof. Putnam's 
charges. Ah-Wah-Lass Kidd, Ness, which 
is Indian for " So-big-ohief-that-no-one-can- 
como-uear-hini," is chief of tho Guetellas. 
His nume does not apply to his physique, 
for ho is one of tho shortest of tho Indians. 
The littlo boy totters around carrying tho 
non de plume " Koh-Ste-Sah-Lass " Placed 
in Buccinct shape it means " Everybody- 
that-is-from-another-tribe-go-straight-to-his- 
house-for-food." The women aro intelligent 
and, like tho genotal run ot squaws that 
roach Chicago, aro inclined to weaf gaudy 
colorH and heavy bracelets of quaint design. 

Within a week tho Indians will begin 
work on their village which will stand just 
east of the soul h lake. The centre dwell- 
ing will bo forty-five feet square, with 
carved pillars and Indian adornments. It 
will bo called " Qua-Qua-Kyum-Le-Lis," or 
" The-house-so-large that you - cannot - see- 
the-people-on-Lho-other-aide." Here will bo 
Bhown their mask dances, games and pinto- 
mimic charades, illustrating the legends and 
traditions which abound around Fort Ru- 
pert. Indian curiosities and bric-a-brac 
will bo sold and the homo life of the island- 
ers will be shown. Until the village is built 
tho Quocqueths will livo in barracks in tho 
park. 

THE SIMILKAMEEN RESOLUTIONS. 

Tn THK Editor:— I read in this morn- 
ing's Colonist the resolutions said to have 
been passed at a largely attended meoting 
of residents of Similkameen, opposing the 
expenditure of $000,000 for public build- 
ings. I havo just arrived down from Ker- 
emeos, and can state most emphatically 
that no such feeling exists as tho resolution 
would indicate. Moreover, tho " largely 
attended meeting " is probably the gather- 
ing together of a half-dozen disgruntled op- 
positionists, who in no senso represent the 
sentiment of tho district. As is well 
known, my interests aro the largest in the 
Similkameen division, uud so far as I am 
concerned (and a largo majority of Similka- 
meen residents also), I quite approve of the 
new buildings, which anyone acquainted 
with the present structures must acknow- 
ledge are absolutely necessary. 

The Government has generously met tho 
requirements of tho Similkameen and 
Okanagan districts at all times. Roads and 
trails havo been built wherever necessary, 
and there is no complaint about district 
requirements being neglected on account 
of expenditures elsewhere. 

I write thia letter in simple justice to the 
Government, who deserve praise and not 
censure for their wiao treatment of the in- 
terior districts.

OUR SCHOOL BOOKS. 

To THK Editor— It would ho well if 
common sense wero used by these who have 
tho choosing of books used in instructing 
our ohildrcn in the public schools.

I find my little one, who does not know 
what a preposition is yet, set this lesson to- 
night : " A phraso is a combination of re- 
lated words forming an elemont of a sent- 
ence." By diligent poring over this defini- 
tion, which it iu no way comprehends the 
meaning of, it lcanid it just as a parrot 
would. What is the good of wasting a 
child's time and mystifying it in this way '! 
Let our Superintendent of Education in- 
troduce a simple und rational grammar tor 
the use of little children in our schools— say 
such a ono as Thomas Morrison's, published 
by Nelson lS: Sonu. 

The placing of euoh a book as tho present 
ono in the hands of beginners docs not say 
much for the wisdom of those who have the 
running of the educational machinery here. 
" Step by step, and understand everything 
as you go," is a good motto to adopt in 
teaching. It is well also to bear this in 
mind in the choosing of bocks for tho in- 
struction of children. Parent. 



BUILDING SOCIETY 'DEFAULTER. 

How Ex-M.P. Balfour Ruined the Liberator 
Association. 

London, April 10.— Tho official report of 
tho Government examiner of the Liberator 
Society, and the seven hundred kindred or- 
ganizations which havo failed during the 
past six months as a result of tho fraudulent 
practices of ex-Member of Parliament J. S. 
Balfour, who is now bolieved to bo in the 
United States, was made public to-day. 
Tho membership of these companies was 
composed exclusively by wage-earning men 
and women, who had invested their small 
savings either to Bccuro homes for them- 
selves, or to havo something upon which to 
depend in sickness or old ago. Tho repirt 
shows that tho total deficiency after allow- 
ing the highest possible value to the assets 
reached the astonishing total of §36,000,000. 
The best basis of settlement that can be 
made to tho creditors of any one ot tho 
group of concerns is eight cents on tho dol- 
lar, while tho stockholders will lose every- 
thing. Prince Christian presided over a 
meeting to-day of the committee appointed 
to raiso a national fund for tho relief of the 
sufferers. It was reported that the amount 
already subscribed was nearly §100,000, 
while on tho other hand the applications fur 
relief already exceed $35,000. This means 
that at least that number of families have 
ubsolutely ruined.

We are sorry to 6eo the News-Advertiser 
going back to its old ways. For a time it 
was reasonable and its criticisms of the 
policy of the Government, if they wero not 
always favorable, were at least fair. But a 
ohange, greatly for tho worse, has lately 
come over it. It again utters the grossest 
absurdities in tho most solemn manner, and 
ovinces towards tho Government the most 
venomous hostility. 

It is so foolish as to try to create a griov 
anco out of the postponement of the Redia 
tribution nieasuro. It tries hard to con. 
vince its readers that in putting off the 
eu.'.ctment of a Redistribution law for a few 
months tho Government have broken faith 
with tho electors. 

This anyone who is capable of thiukin 
knows U not true. The Government prom- 
ised to bring do wn a bill based on the census 
returns of 1891. But does any sane man 
suppose if those returns should be Buch 
that no British Columbian, cither 
the Legislature or out .of it, should 
feel justified in placing [reliance 
them, that the Government would be 
bound to introduce its measuro until tho 
nbouraoy of those returns has been fairly 
tested. If the Government had proceeded 
on the information furnished by the author 
itics at Ottawa, they would bo obliged to 
Apportion the representation in such a way 
that tho Island of Vancouver would have 
one moro member than tho Mainland 
Would the Advertiser and those for whom 
the Advertiser speaks, be satisfied with o 
redistribution which would produce this 
result? If they tire discontented now be 
Ciiuso they aro required to wait a little 
while for a Redistribution law, in what 
state of mind would they be if a measuro 
had been submitted to the Legislature in 
which the Island would bo allotted a greater 
number of representatives than tho Main 
land 1 Mr. Brown would then shoulder 
his Winchester in deadly earnest, and 
Mr. Cotton would from his sanctum 
in his most solemn and pretentious styl 
enter protests against the multiplication 
table and tbo rules of arithmetic generally. 

It is utter folly to maintain that tho Gov- 
ernment in the session of 189.'! wero bound 
to submit a Redistribution Bill to tho Leg- 
islature, whether they were convinced of 
the accuracy of tho census returns or not. 
The promise held good only if tho work 
could be dono intelligently and with a cer- 
tainty of not inflicting an injustice on any 
part of tho Province. 

\Y hat is the fact ? Not only do the mem- 
bers of the Government doubt the accuracy 
of tbo census, but those who compose tho 
Opposition and tho Independent parties 
scout the idea of redistributing tho seats in 
tho Legislative Assembly on tho data it 
supplies. The Advertiser, therefore, when 
it holds tho Government to their promise, 
whether the census is satisfactory or,uuBat- 
isfaotory, aceurato or inucourato, takes a 
stand which is most unreasonable or most 
dishonest. There aro implied conditions to 
every undertaking and every promise, and 
tho implied condition in this matter 
evidently was — provided tho figuros of tho 
census were Buch as could bo depended 
upon. 

The Advertiser, with the dishonesty for 
which it was noted previous to its lato 
temporary reformation, thus accounts for 
tuo withdrawal of the Government's 
measure : 

"It is, of courso, easy to understand that 
tho Government hesitated to make a clean 
breast of it,|ind to say to tbo House and the 
country that uny measure of Redistribution 
involvod tho decapitation of some of its own 
members and supporters, and that thoy 



that a visit to Chicago will cost the plea- 
sure-seeker of moderato means no more 
than is tot down in tho above extract. A 
great deal will depend upon the report 
brought home by thoso who visit the Ex- 
hibition first. If they are able to toll their 
friends at homo that they were well treated 
in Chicago and that they were not cheated 
and robbed at every turn, the stream of vis- 
itors will go on increasing for a considerable 
period. But if they have to say that their 
worst fears were realized and that the deni- 
zens of Chicago are indeed " brigands," 
very many will stay at home rather than 
run tho risk of being floeced. 



THE MOUND-ISU'.LDERS. 

Quito an excitement has been created by 
tho opening up of one of the great mounds 
of tho Ohio Valley, many relics have been 
found which show that the peoplo who lived 
when the mound was being raised had 
attained a higher degree of civilizitiou than 
tho Indians of the Eastern Coast at the 
discovery of America. The implements and 
weapons that havo been exhumed are of 
stone. There i3 no traco of metal of any 
sort. Pottery of a kind superior to that 
mado by savages has been found. Human 
remains havo been dug up and it is reported 
that some of tho bones were of great size, 
indicating that a rac:i of giants lived on tho 
continent in tho pro-historic age. But this 
seems to have been an invention of the 
sensation monger. Tho bones aro of the 
ordinary size and aro not in any respect 
peculiar. So far, the contents of the mound 
have not given much information with re- 
gard to tho men who built it. It is 
expected that when the foundation 
reached some interesting discoveries 
will be made. It is supposed that the in- 
habitants of tho surrounding courtry assem- 
bled around the mound at stated periods to 
perform religious rites. What grounds 
thero are for this supposition wo have not 
seen. 

The clay of tho mound, it is said, is dif- 
ferent from any now found in that part of 
tho country. Tho mound has not been 
opened for scientific purposes. The earth 
of which it was composed was required for 
road making, and it was sold for that pur- 
pose. The owner of tho land, however, 
stipulated that whatever was found in the 
mound should belong to him. Every shovel- 
ful of earth is therefore carefully examined, 
and it is not likely that uny important relic 
will escape notice. Quito a collection has 
already been made, and some enterprising 
Yankee, it is said, has undertaken to make 
an honest dollar by exhibiting them. 

People are flocking to Walnut Grove from 
tho neighborhood and from distant states 
and cities. Tho crowd is sometimes so 
great that the men engaged in removing tho 
clay cannot work. It is likely that a good 
deal more will be heard of the relic3 found 
in this work of the ancient American race. 
It is to be hoped that the researches of 
archaeologists and other scientists will re- 
sult in throwing some light on tho nature 
and history of the mound-builders.

CHICAGO CHARGES. 



Peoplo in many parts ot the world arc 
asking, with more or less anxiety, what i6 a 
trip to Chicago next summer likely to cost? 
It is feared that the people of that city are 
ready to take advantuge of strangers, and 
that extortionate prices will be charged for 
food and shelter und everything that tho 
visitor may need. Dismal predictions aro 
made as to the way that thnso who go to see 
tho exhibition will bo fleeced. No doubt 
thero is some ground for these apprehen- 
sions. It is well known that in every placo 
where thero is a greater number of visitors 
than tho hotels and lodging houses of one 
kind and anothor can readily nccommodute, 
thore are peoplo who aro ready to make 
strangers pay unreasonable prices for the ac- 
commodation they need, and it would be 
foolish to expect that tho citizens of Chi- 
cago aro more moderate and moro virtuous 
than the inhabitants of other cities. But 
that matters will not be so bad us aome 
people expect the following local paragraph 
from Harper's Weekly, which is published 
in New York, leads us to believe : 

As the opening of the Fair approaches, 
and plans tor getting to it begin to take 
definite shape, urows are bent in increasing 
numbers over the question : " How much 
will it cost';" 1c is understood that 
Chicago has invested about fifteen millions 
in tho Fair, and shivers have run up and 
down tho spines of a good many intending 
visitors utthe prospect of contributing even 
one family's share toward making good that 
considerable outlay. Recognizing tliia de- 
tail of the public anxiety, the intrepid fair- 
managers have lately taken pains to allay 
it. Officially and through tho newspaper 
correspondents thoy solemnly aver that tho 
Fair is not going to bo run by brigands, and 
that the population of Cook County has not 
been organized for systematic pillage. 
Rooms, they declare, will bo absolutely pro- 
curable in sufficient numbers ut from two to 
four dollars a day, while the Fair restaur- 
ants will provido unlimited food at such 
various cost that tho sojourner can ohooso 
for himself whether to pampor his jaded 
appetite or his jaded purse. It will doubt- 
less take a first-rale manager to seo 
tho Fair for nothing, and induce tho 
management to pay him for coming, but few 
people expect to succoed us well us that, and 
tor tho multitude of tho reasonably thrifty 
thero is much of comforting reassuranco 
about theso official declarations that they 
are not going to ho plundered, und that a 
moderate investment will enable them to see 
a groat deal moro than thoy can possibly ro- 
member, and to havo a good time while they 
are about it. Certainly it does not seem too 
much to suy that any individual who can lay 
hands on a hundred dollars can travu! a 
thousand miles to tho Fair, stay there a 
week, seo everything that can bo seen in 
that time, and got home again without prac- 
tising unwholesome self-denial, and without 
enduring uny privations or suffering from 
anything worse than fatigue. That many 
thousand people will travel farther than 
that and stay longer and see much moru for 
less money is easier to believe than to 
doubt. 

This is reas3uriug. It is to bo hoped 



AUSTRALIAN PROBLEMS. 

Some important economic und social 
problems are being worked out in a practi- 
cal way in Australia. It has been consid- 
ered that tho prosperity of countries, both 
new and old, depends very much on tho 
trade policy they pursue. Ono school of 
economists believes that a policy cf protec- 
tion to native industry is certain to lead to 
prosperity, and another is convinced that 
absolute freo truclo best promotes the wel- 
faro of u country. lu Australia the colony 
of Victoria established a system of rigid 
protection, and in Now South Wales freo 
trade was tho policy pursued, For u titno 
the growth • aud development of each of 
theso colonies was attributed to tho trade 
policy it pursued. Protectionists pointed 
with triumph to the progress of Victoria us 
a proof of tho soundness of their theory, und 
free traders attributed every blessing that 
New South Wules enjoyed to tho fiscal policy 
pursued by its Government. Singular to re- 
late, tho prosperity of both theso colonies 
has been ohecked, they both uro suffering 
from depression. "Which is the greater suf- 
ferer we have no means of knowing, but it 
is certain that the inhabitants of both aro 
bitterly complaining of hard times. Tho 
fact that both the protectionist and the free 
trade colony aro iu difficulties shows that 
neither freo trade nor protection is the way 
to assured prosperity, und that it is not. 
wise to place too great a dependence on 
either fiscal system. 

Both these colonies havo been Bulferiiig 
from labor troubles, aud both havo been 
borrowing niouey until their credit is 
strained. Tho drain upon tho resources of 
the Australian colonies which their exces- 
sive borrowing baa caused is something at 
which Canadians would stand aghast. 
Although the population of Australia 
is not quite four millions, its 
aggregate indebtedness is, according to Kd- 
ward I'ulaford, an Australian statistician, 
£000,000,000 sterling, or, in round numbers, 
S3. 000,000,000. The interest charge on 
this immense sum is §125,000,000 annually. 
Tho burden which tfte public debt is on 
Australian industries of all kinds may be 
gathered from the fact that in 1891, though 
the exports of tho colonies amounted to 
£36,000,000 it took £15,000,000 to 
pay the interest on the national 
debts ; that is, it required in that 
year 41 per cent, of tho whole exports of 
tho Australian colonies to pay the interest 
on their public debts. Tho Australians, 
however, aro still in good heart. They be- 
lievo in their country and are convinced 
that they will in a comparatively short time 
get clear of all their embarrassments.

X Settlement Steadied. 

A temporary settlement has been reached 
in the suit of Whittakerv. Chance, which 
was again called in the Supremo Court yes- 
terday before Mr. Justice Walkem; Mr. J, 
Stuart Votes appearing for the plaintill, 
and S. Perry Mills for the defence. The 
action arose out of a contract between 
Whit taker and Chance, by which tho latter 
agreed to build for the plaintill a number of 
houses at Sprinir Uidge, to cost over 510,000 
and to lie paid for partly in property adjoin- 
ing and partly in cash. The allegation is that 
the defendant did not carry out his agree- 
ment, and that whilo lie built t lie houses he 
has not purchased the laud, The tempor- 
ary settlement will give Chance two mouth3 
more In which to make his payments ami 
complete bis bargain. 

The Police RarrnckR. 

Tho plana for tho new barracks to he built 
for the city police are now on view at the 
office of the architect, Mr. John Teaguo, 
They are for a substantial but plain brick 
building, with cement rustic facado for the 
lower story, and in general appearance in 
keeping with the main structure, which it 
will adjoin. The barraoka will ha between 
tho fire hall and the surveyor's office, and 
will faeo on Cormorant street. The sito is 
that of tho present polico building, but the 
new one will come right out to tho street. 
Tho dimensions will bo about 40x34 feet. 
The plan shows on the ground floor six cella, 
with a spacious corridor, a largo jailer's 
room and two bath rooms, besides lavatory 
and other accommodations. On the floor 
above there aro eight cells, with the corri- 
dor, bath room and lavatory. The accom- 
modations in tne present building have been 
not only insufficient, but unsanitary, and 
tho unfortuuato prisoners have thereby been 
put to much unuecesfury punishment. The 
now building is expected to bo all that is re- 
quired for short-term prisoners.

Mr. Herbert G. Ogden, of Washington, 
D. C. , accompanied by Mr, Homer P 
Bitter, registered at the Driard last even 
ing, being the first of the United States 
boundary commission party to reach Vic- 
toria. It is expected thoy will be juined 
hero to-day by their associates, who will 
arrive from the Sound on board tho Hussler 
and Patterson, tho Government steamers 
which will bear them to tho North. Both 
steamers, during the al)3enco of tho expedi 
tion, will he under the direction of Lieut. 
Commander Ackley, U.S.N"., who will keep 
up communication with the several parties 
during tho summer. 

While in Victoria the exploring surveyors 
will complete their arrangements, much of 
the work of the two parties, British and 
" American," being naturally in common. 
With each company sent out by Unclo Sam 
one or two Canadian officers will be detailed, 
to verify tho work done and observations 
recorded, while I'rof. Menilenhall will be 
represented in tho sanio way among the 
Canadian forces. 

The latter will devote their investiga- 
tions chufly to tho country inland, the 
"Americana" taking charge of the river 
work along tho coast. Tho expedition, or 
expedition.-', will return to Victoria pro- 
bably about September, when it is hoped to 
have accomplished tho work undertaken — 
not as some people imagine the de- 
lineation of the boundary , but 
the collection of material from 
which can be prepared a map showing the 
topography and natural characteristics ot 
the territory explored, which information 
will enable tho two commissioners to intel- 
ligently interpret tho treaty and proclaim a 
boundary line fair Lo both countries. 

Of the Canadian parties, as beforo an- 
nounced, there will be seven. That in com- 
mand of Mr. St, Cyr will devoto its 
attentions to the Unuk river country 
of which they will make a reconnoisance 
survey. Mr. Talbot's party will work be- 
tween tho Unuk and the Stickeen ; Mr. 
Gibbons' will havo the territory from the 
Stiekecn not th westerly, while Sir. Braba- 
zon'a company will work southeasterly from 
tlolkham bay. The country from Holkam 
Bay to Taku Inlet will be given over to Mr. 
Mc Arthur's party ; whila Mr. Ogilvie's will 
work from Taku inlet northwesterly. Mr. 
Klotz and his " outfit " have no distinct 
territory, but will bo found at various 
points along the Coast during the season, to 
connect the woik of the various parties. 
Mr. King will accompany the parties North, 
see them launched on their respective assign- 
ments and return to Victoria, probably dur- 
ing May. 

Tho '* Americana " expect to leave Vic- 
toria a few days in advance of the Cana- 
dians, their steamers having to take in tow a 
coal barge and several big steam launches, 
which will be utilized duiing the summer. 
They will add to their boundary commis- 
sion work during the summer Lhe establish- 
ment of astronomical stations at the 
month of the Unuk, Taku and Stiekmn, 
and tho suney of Sitka harbor. 
They aro provided with the finest chro- 
nometers and astronomical instruments, and 
hope for clear skies, which will enable thern 
to prosecute this portion of their work Hie- 
ccs^fully. Prof. King's parties will devote 
their energies to working the best possible 
topographical surveys, delineating all tho 
chief features of tho coast and 
country, and tho absolute aalro- 
nomical position wilt not bo to 
them of the greatest importance. V\ hat is 
required in this direction can bo readily 
supplied by the observations of the Ameri- 
can party, in conjunction wiili tho coast 
surveys already made, and the commission- 
ers, armed with tho information obtained 
during the Buiurner, will he able to intelli- 
gently undertake their iniportunt duty, tho 
interpretation of the treaty "in it3 true in- 
tent."

Tho Council of tho Provincial Rille Asso- 
ciation met yesterday afternoon in tho office 
of the Secretary, Capt. E. H. Flotchor, bo- 
sides whom there wero present Lt.-Col. 
Wolfouden, president; Hon. Senator Mc- 
Iunes, vice-president; Cupt. W. H. Dor- 
man, treasurer; Capt, W. J. Quinlan, Lieut. 
B. Williams, G. H. Morkill and J. D. Tay- 
lor. Tito Secretary road communications 
received from tho Secretary to tho Lieuten- 
ant-Governor announcing His Honor's ac- 
ceptance of the office of patron ; and similar 
communications from Premier Davie, Hon. 
J. H. Turner and the Mayors of Victoria, 
Westminster and Nanaimo. Tho Mayor of 
Vuncnuver has cot yet accepted, probably 
through an oversight. A letter from Lieut. - 
Col. Prior related the efforts ho hud made 
on behalf of the Association to secure a fav- 
orable railway rato for the Ottawa team, 
and the readiness of tho Dominion Rifle As- 
sociation to extend pome assistance if neces- 
sary to ca'l upon them. 

The president reported that.in accordance 
with the resolution passed at tho last meet- 
ing of the Council, he had laid tho request 
for an increased grant before the Provincial 
Government, and that tho sum of $800 had 
been secured, to bo continued annually. 
The secretary was directed to convey to the 
Government" the Council's appreciation of 
this liberal action. 

Lieut. Williams made a report on tho 
improvements to tho target and firing 
points lit the Coldstream range, and tho hut 
being erected for tho use of tho council. 
The cost of tho work will bo some 
$200. It was resolved that a state- 
ment of the expenditure incurred in tho 
i qnipment of tho range be forwarded to tho 
Department of Militia, with tho request for 
u grant to the amount of tho same, in ac- 
cordance with the practice of tho depart- 
ment respecting provincial ranges gener- 
ally.

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ADAMS V. McBEATil. 

The Case Still Continued and the Interest 
Increasing. 

Interest in the Adums v. McBeath dis- 
puted will case increases with the volume 
of evidence, and new faotB of a Bemisensa- 
tional nuture are boine; brought out at 
almost every stage. Yesterday was the 
fourth day, and a long session waB hold, the 
court opening at 11 a.m. and sitting until 
after 6 p.m., with a short interval for lunch. 
It will take at least another day, possibly 
two, to wind it up. 

Beiore any witnesses wore called, the 
Attorney-General asked leave to recall u 
witness who had been examined Tuesday, 
but all of whoso evidence, owing to de- 
fective briefing, had not been brought out. 
He cited authority, showing that in cases of 
this kind, the utmost diBcrotionary powors 
were left to the judge at the trial, and the 
court above declined to interfere, except in 
extraordinary eases. 

Mr. Bodwell objected, but the court de- 
cided to allow the witness to bo recalled for 
the sake of justice, and in order to allow 
all the information in the mutter to be 
brought out. 

VYiUium McDonald was then recalled. 
Ho said : I remember before Adams' death 
going to his house with Mr. Kirsop. This 
was when Adams was still in his own house. 
McBeath was there at the same time. There 
was a conversation between McBeath and 
Kirsop. Kirsop said to McBeath to take 
Adams ovor to his house and get him to 
make a will if he was competent to do so. 
Kirsop told McBeath that ho had been try- 
iug to get the old man (meaning Adams) to 
muke a will for some years. All 
the money ho had in the bank, 
something over §"2,000, and all the 
property he had was to go to his nephew iu 
Liverpool. This meant that Adams wanted 
the money to be disposed of that way. 

WitneBS was put through a short but ex- 
ceedingly sharp cross-examination by Mr. 
Bodwell, who, however, was unable to break 
down the testimony in any partioular. Wit- 
ness stated that he had known Kirsop for 
twenty years. The conversation referred 
to took place the morning of the day Ad- 
ams was removed. 

To the Court : The reason I did not tell 
this yesterday was because I was not 
asked. 

Mr. Bodwell : It is very likoly the At- 
torney General would have missed this. 

The Attorney-General : Upon my word if 
you had«seen my instructions you would 
not wonder that I missed it. 

Mr. McBeath, the defendent, was thou 
recalled. Mr. Bodwell'a first question was 
us to "the story of this extraordinary con- 
versation we havo just heard." Witness 
denied positively that anything about 
a will was said in his presence. The con- 
versation had was mostly about what would 
be the best thing to do with the old man. 

"Kirsop stated that it would be as well to 
take him to my plaoo, as I had suggested," 
he said. "I think I went to the doctor my 
self und left Kirsop and McDonald there, 
Kirsop never Bpoke to me at all about the 
old man making a will in favor of e 
nephew. I had a conversation with Bar 
rett the night before the old man was re 
moved and asked him if the old man had 
made his will. He said ho did not know. 
Ho said he did not interfere with tho old 
man's business and did not know if ho had 
$5 or §5,000. 

Cross-examined by the Attorney-General 
I deny th it such a conversation as the one 
McDonald alleges ever took place between 
us. I am ready to swear positively there 
was nothing ot tho kind said at al!. I 
member that Kirsop and McDonald were 
there, and they might have had a conversa 
tion about a will, but I did not hear any 
thing about it. They were there first about 
JO o'clock, and I left them there while I 
went down to get the doctor. When 
I came back they were gone, but came 
back again about noon ; the doctor came 
and advised that ho should be taken up to 
my house. I have known Adams 
sinco 1879. He was not a fellow 
countryman ; I am a Scotchman and ho was 
Irish. I don't know how I ojbo to the con- 
clusion that he was an Irishman, but judged 
so from the conversation. He told me he 
had travelled considerably, and that ho 
came from Liverpool. Ho had been in Aus- 
tralia and South America and in Toronto. 
He told me his age at some time ; but I 
don't remember it ; he aaid there was just 
one year difference between his ago and that 
of Sir John A. Macdonald. In 1891 I used 
to see him once every week or bo ; but be- 
fore that I used to see him a good deal 
oftener. The reason I saw him less 
frequently in 1891, was that ho was in 
sounder health in 1891, than before that and 
besides that I was married. I put the 
death notice in the paper3. When Adams 
was moved to my house his box with some 
clothes in it was also removed to it. I found 
the bank book afterwards in tho box in a 
little tin box he had made to hold deeds and 
such like. The first I kuew of his having 
any money in the bank was when I saw the 
book. I never heard Kirsop say and he 
never told mo that tho old man had money 
in tho bunk. Before I wrote to Thomas 
Adams Mr. Boyd had como to mo and had 
told me that Mr. Williams was going to 
write to Adams' relatives about the prop- 
erty. Then I wrote the letter now produced. 
When I Baid in that lotter that tho will was 
made some time ugo, I meant that it was 
drawn up by Mr. Hull a while ago, just 
when the death occurred. I said iu the let- 
ter that I was in possession of what little 
property there was left after paying the 
doctors and nurses and lawyers. Tho nuraes 
were my wite and I and Mr. and Mrs. 
Modyland. The la wye ts fees were $f>.'i, and 
the doctor's bill was |35, The funeral ex- 
penses were $80. This was §17*1 in all. 
There was §2,275 in cash iu the bank and 
the property besides. 

Q That waa a great hole to make in an 
estate valued at §8,000 ? 

A. Tho estate was not §8,000 then. 

Witness continued : The nurses were not 
paid, but they ought to have beeu for beinu 
up so much at nights and ao forth. I don't 
know whether or not Modyland burned any 
of the papers. I am not prepared to dis- 
pute tho statement of Mrs. Hogan that 
papers were burned. Tho reason I did not 
go up to tho house was that I did not think 
I had any right to do so until the probate 
was obtained. I did not havo the probate 
in my hand ; but I expect it was at 
the house This was about the 
middle of December. Don't know that pro- 
bate was not issued until January 21, 1891 . 
Witness continued that ho was not now 
sure about tho probate being issued ; but 
had been told by Mr. Hall that it was 
all right now. It was five or six 
jears before his death that decased 
first spoke of coming to live with me. He 
then said ho was getting lonesome and 
wanted some one to cook tor him. It was 
ten years before his death that he told me 
ho would leave ine his property as he liked 
mo better than any one he had over known- 
Adams was a truthful man, und I waB 
astonishod when I heard the letters read 
that ho wrote to his nephew saying that he 
would leave tho property to him. 

Q. What did you think of his action ? 

A, The old man was all right bo far as 1 
tvus concerned. (Laughter.) 

Witness continued : Adams was in his 



senses when the will was made. I don't 
remember if the word " heir " was men- 
tioned or not. He had beon in 
his senses from the time he 
came to my house until tho will was made, 
and for four or five days after that. He 
was sensible on Suuday night, but I 
couldn't Bwear if I evor saw him sensible 
after that. So far as I knew, though, he 
was sensible right up to tho time of his 
death. Tho doctor did not tell me it was a 
hopcteBs case, and 1 never had the curiosity 
to ask. The doctor did say, though, that 
he didn't think Adams would get over it. 
He said it was just a matter of time. He 
never said anything to me about his 
nephewn' little children, nor asked me to 
remember them. 

Tho court adjourned at 1:45 p.m. for 
luncheon. 

When the court met at 2:30 p.m. Mr. 
MoBeath was recalled. He Baid: The 
room in which the conversation referred to 
this morning took placa measured about 
10x10 feet. The room in my houso which 
waa occupied by Adams waa about 10x10 
Mr. Hall is now my attorney. I instructed 
him to defend the action and had tho stato- 
meut of claim road to mo. 

The Attorney-General read paragraph six 
of tho statement of defence and was about 
to ask some questions on it when Mr. Bod- 
well objected that tho defence was a matter 
with the solicitor and not with the client. 

Tho court ruled that some questions 
might bo asked as to the facts, but no ques- 
tions of a technical nature would bo al- 
lowed. 

The Attorney-General then aBked : How 
do you explain the following iu your state- 
ment of defence ? 

"The 8i\id deceased did not sign or write 
any bucIi document or papers as aro alleged, 
etc., in the statement of cluim?" 

Witness replied that ho had never seen 
tho statement of defence. 

Mr. Bodwell : Does tho Attorney-General 
say that is improper pleading? 

The Attorney-General : No, I will not Bay- 
it is improper, but that it ia untruthful. 

This concluded tho cross-examination and 
the court then asked some questions. 

Q. In your intimate acquaintance and 
association with deceased, did it never 
occur to you to ask him about his relatives '! 

A. No ; ho never mentioned them. 

Q. But did it not occur to you to ask 
him'? 

A. No. 

Q. Did he ever speak to you of tho chil- 
dren ? 
A. No. 

Q, What made you pick out tho name of 
Thomaa Adams from the book you found in 
the house and write to him ? 

A. 1 just went to the book and took the 
first one. 

Q. Why did you pick it out ? 

A. It was the first one. 

Q. Did not tho similarity of the names 
suggest to you relationship? 

A. I was not sure. 

Q. I did not ask it nor do I ask you to 
swear to tho thing at all, but whether as a 
sensible reasonable man, when you saw that 
name did it not suggest to you relation- 
ship ? 

A. No. 

Q — Then if you did not think there was 
a relationship, what induced you to give 
those particulars and to say that you were 
his beneficiary ? 

A. — I don't know. 

Q. — What induced you to think that 
there was some necessity for informing them 
of the disposal of tho property if you did 
not think they were relations? 

A. — I did not think they wero any rela- 
tions. I would have just written tho sumo 
letter to any one of the others. If I had 
taken the last name on the list I would 
have written him the same. 

Dr. Milne was called and recited his con- 
nection with the case as physician. Ho tes 
tified that on tho day when the will waa 
drawn, Adams was, in hi3 opinion as a pre 
fessional man, quite clear and capable of 
transacting any business. On tho 15th ho 
was not so clear, on the 16th ho was par- 
tially unconscious, and next day he was tin 
conscious, remaining in that condition up to 
the time of his death. Up to 18 to GO hours 
before his death ho was quite capable of 
making u will. Adams had objected to go 
ing to a hospital, but hud consented to go to 
McBoath's. 

Cross-examined by Hon. Mr. Davie : I 
may have remarked to Barrett when he 
came for me to go and see Adams for tho 
first time during his last illness, that the 
clock had well nigh run down. That was 
my opinion. Adams waa pretly deaf, bur, 
by speaking loud I could mako him hear. I 
had no talk with him about his worldly 
affairs, and my opinion that ho was 
in his right Benses is from 
my conversation with him as to 
his ailmenta. Kirsop said to me when he 
came for me, to go up to Adam's house, that 
they had been trying to persuade the old 
man to go to McBeath's or to the hospital, 
and he asked mo to assist in persuading him. 
When I went to the houee, I told Adams 
that I thought the beat thing would be for 
him to go to McBeath's ; but hi8 mind 
seemed to be made up. I havo no mem- 
oranda in my visit book of the patient's c in- 
dition, and consequently apeak only from 
memory. Owing to tho condition tho old 
man was in, ho was kept lying down us 
much us possible. I hud no difficulty in 
persuading him to do what I wanted. 1 
remember Mr. Williams and some others 
coming to tho office a few days after Adams' 
death. They aaked me if I thought he was 
in a condition, when I first aaw him, to 
make a will. I don't remo.nber that I re- 
plied. He knew me tho first two or three 
days, und after that he was very drowsy, 
I don't remember saying to them: "The 
most important thing about the will is if 
Adams did not read it over himself, it 
should havo been read to over him." I don't 
remember asking if Adams knew what, the 
will contained when he sigued it, or that 1 
advised those who came to see me to get their 
wills made in time. If 1 had been aaked to 
examine tho man as to his physical capacity 
for making a will, I would probably have 
examined him more eloaely in this respect 
It would have beon a wise precaution. It 
sometimes happens that a man's physical 
condition may bo so weak as to render him 
incapable of making a will. When a man is 
weak bo may lie prevailed upon easily. 

Q. Although Adams was uble to discuss 
rationally general subjects, still if you 
questioned him on any particular mutter, he 
might havo proved to bo insane? 

A. It is poasiblo. 

Q. Would not an examination under 
these circumstances havo been a wiso pro- 
cation ? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And if you had been told that ho was 
going to make a will, and had been consult- 
d as to his mental capacity, would you not 
have made a further examination. 

A. Yes. 

To Mr. Bodwell : This might also apply 
to people who are perfectly well. There 
are people walking about the streets of 
Victoria who, if they were examined, might 
be found to bo inBane. 

Mrs. MoBeath deposed : Knew Adams 
for about nine years and had seen him fre- 
quently. I used to go and viait him, und 
ho aaid I waa I ho only lady that over cimo 
to ace him. I went to soe him six times in 
1891, and ho was down L at our placo five 



times. He told me ho would come to live 
vi ith us ; he was getting old and did not 
care about getting up a meal like ho used 
to. I used to send him up presents 
of food or something. He never spoke to 
me about money at all, and never spoko of 
any relations except his sister, of whose 
death he told mo. J remember when Mr. 
Adams came to our place. He waa glad to 
get thero. A few days later Mr. Adams 
had asked mo whon Mr. McBeath would be 
homo. I told him ho would not be home 
until late. I sent my siBter, Mrs. Mode- 
land, over for my husband, When Mr. 
MoBeath came home ho went in tho room 
and I heard Adams tell him ho wanted to 
get a lawyer aud make a will ; my husband 
then went down town and came bank 
in a couplo of hourB • with Mr. 
Hall. They went into tho room. 
I heard Mr. McBeath say : "I've 
brought tho lawyer." I heard Mr. Hall 
ask Adams if ho wus quito willing to leave 
hia property to Mr. McBeath. Ho said ho 
was quito willing, and that this should havo 
been dono long ugo. They read over some- 
thing I did not hear. Mr. McBeath and I 
sat up with him until midnight. Next day 
his oonditition was just the same aud ho 
never talked any "foolish" that I heard. 
His mind wus tho same until Monday at 
noon. He would get up himself, and I was 
afraid ho would fall; then he began to be 
weaker ufterwurds. He could not talk quite 
so much or so clearly. On the Tuesday we 
could not understand anything he said. The 
second day ho came to our placo he told me 
he didn't cato for visitors. I remember 
when Mrs, Hogan called on tho Sunday. 
Adams recognized her, but said 
nothing except that ho was very sick. After 
we came out of Adams' room, and while we 
were standing at tho door, Mrs. Hogan 
asked me if tho old man had made a will. 
I said I didn't know anything about his 
affairs, aa sho was a stranger to me und I 
didn't think it was any of her business. 
Mrs. Hogan then said that wo ought to 
write to his relatives. I said I didn't know- 
he had any, and sho said ho hud some 
nephews. I said I never heard him men- 
tion them. My husband wnu in tho room 
at tho time, but I don't know if ho heard 
the conversation. I told my husbuud about 
it afterwards. 

Cross-examined by Hon. Mr. Davie : 
When the old man came to our placo he 
was not so sick but that we thought he 
would got around all right, and it was three 
or four days after he came that wo thought 
ho would not get all right. When the will 
waB read over I could not hear it distinctly — 
that is tho reason I cannot say what it was. 
I was in tho kitchen when Mr. Hall was in 
tho room right off it. Mr. McBeath was 
surprised at tho mention of the nephews, 
and aaid ho hudn't heard anything about 
them. 

Re direct by Mr. Fell : When I told my 
husband what I had said to Mrs. Noble, ho 
asked me why I had not told her that the 
old man had made a will. I did not think 
it was any of her business. 

Isaac Modeland deposed : I livo at Sea- 
forth, Ont.; was hore for a year in 188-1 and 
knew Adams, whom I saw at McBeath's 
and up at his own houso. Ho and McBeath 
seemed to bo on very good terms. I was 
back hern in 188G and remained hero until 
March, 1892, with an interval when I went 
Bast and got married. I am one of tho 
witnesses to the will ; I remember tho cir- 
cumstances. Mr. Hall camo to tho house 
with McBeath ; they went into tho bed- 
room ; Adams sat up in bed with McBeath 
beaido him and Mr. Hall read tho will. Ho 
aaked Adams if ho understood it t»nd tho 
old man said yes. After the will waa read 
through and signed, Mr. Hall asked Adams 
if ho was well satisfied with the will und 
he said yes. Then Mr. Hull said 
this ought to havo been dono long 
ago. Adams then Baid there was money in 
tho drawer to pay the lawyer. After tho 
will was signed Mr. Adams asked if it could 
be altered at any time, and Mr. Hall ssid 
yes, you can alter it when you like, right 
away if you want to, Mr. Adams signed 
the will voluntarily u.id freely and without 
any coercion at all. I was up at Adams' 
house on View street after the old matt died 
aud before Mrs. Glebe moved out. I put 
the chairs out and aome newspapers and 
magazines in a box und put theui outside. I 
heard Mrs. Glebe say in court tho other day 
that I burned some papers, I didn't burn 
any papers or have any reason to do so. I 
burned no letters. I saw no letters in the 
houso and never touched one. Everything 
I took away is down at McBeath's now. - 

The court adjourned at 15 o'clock until 1 1 
o'clock to-duy.

Silks Ovov Wlllou Flowora Appear to llavo 
lloon Bouttnrml by Daily Hands— Palm 
Loaf Patterns on HwIh* — A KlSlc Trimmed 
Qoirn That Can I!o Laundered.

O THE men or 
women who de- 
sign tho figures 
and flowers soen 
on tlio new Hilk:!, 
sateens and ebul- 
lioa corae tinder 
tho name of art- 
ists, or are they 
only "desi{rner8?" 
If they uro not 
called artists, 1 
think they are de- 
frauded of their just duo, for tho de- 
signs are moro than designs this season. 
They are so many perfect pictures, each 
after its kind. I have seen pictures paint- 
ed by artists which were not nearly so 
artistic and truo to nature as are some of 
these. There is a dark ground— some- 
times black india silk— with the most 
perfect flov.-ers scattered over it, as if 
thrown by a baby's hands, somo of them 
crushed and faded a little, as though they 
had been held too closo in the loving 
grasp and had wilted under the warm 
caress. Tho tiny daisies, cowslips or 
violets are marvels of delicacy, and then 
there are others where there are broken 
oil blossoms of tho pink wax begonia, 
tiny sprigs of parsley leaf pattern and 
broken fronds of maidenhair fern, rus- 
set and reddened under too bright a sun. 

Thero are others with small branches 
of pussy willows in bud and bloom, and 
perfect orchids in their gorgeous color- 
ing, and pale, brittlo leaves. Tiny rose- 
buds lying on a rose geranium leaf that 
is partly green and partly faded yellow 
aro seen in ono pattern, and pink pim- 
pernel makes another. So do tho deli- 
cate white chickweed and applo blos- 
soms and clover blossoms both white 
and red, and :i few velvety pansies. But 
tho tasto of tho artists seems to have 
turned rather toward tho despised and 
overlooked beauties that lio about us. 
Ono beautiful pattern of a gray green 
ground lias pino needles strown over it, 
somo of them singly and others in 
bunches of five or six all in a heap. 
Thero is no set figure, or if thero is it is 
not repeated often enough to permit the 
Whole to appear at ono view. 

Ono most exquisite pattern had a pearl 
gray ground, with irregular pale pur- 
plish blue leaves in two shades and moss 
rosebuds with short broken stems in 
pink and purplish bluo woven in the 
cheney pattern, so that it looked like the 
colors of mountains seen through tho 
misty haze of distance. Somo other pat- 
terns have disks of ono color or another 
on the background, and lying partly on 
tho disk and partly on the solid color 
half opened pink daisies or somo other 
small flower, which makes an artistic 
contrast and pleasing whole. A few 
have geometrical figures alternating 
with a pattern of broken twigs, tho pret- 
tiest being a black ground with very 
palo green rhomboids and twigs of tho 
wild chicory, also in palo green, with a 
bluo flower on each one. But there are 
hundreds of varying patterns, all exquis- 
itely lovely, so that it is hard to choose 
from them. 

To suit tho matter to every purse these 
patterns are all reproduced in sateen, 
fino cambrics and challies. Tho dark- 
grounds aro likely to appear clean longer 
than the others, but those with tho light- 
er grounds aro far prettier and more 
summery. 

How aro they to bo made? Well, here 
is a picturo that will show you. One 
has a ground of French gray, with pim- 
pernel blossoms and leaves for a pattern. 
Tho skirt is gored and without ruffle or 
ornament around tho bottom. Over it 
is a quaint cape, which, after encircling 
tho shoulders, forms a sort of waist dra- 
pery easily understood by tho illustra- 
tion, and this then forms sash panels 
which reach to tho bottom. This is of 
faille in dull blue. 

A lovely pink batisto was made up as 
if it was the most extravagant silk, with 
six gathered flounces, each beaded by a 
band of bias silk, changeable old rose 
and gold, tho cape rovers and stole ends 
all of t he same. Those bands aro sewn 
over still muslin and then loosely cat 
stitched on so that they can bo removed 
if necessary to have the gown washed, 
but it could, barring accidents, bo worn 
ono season at least without requiring it. 

Among tho other lovely new spring 
and summer cotton fabrics ono finds 
empire brocades, satin striped and plaid 
ginghams, French twills, rayonette, 
figured and hemstitched; chintz, two 
toned figures; gloria foulard and a rram- 



pattern is very dolicato and pleasing 
with its soft tones and semitransparent 
fabric, and there is a brooho Swiss. Tins 
lattor Is a Swiss muslin, which all wom- 
en know means a stiff ono, and on it art 
printed tho old bronhe and palm loaf 
patterns, which gain a now softness and 
beauty on account of tho eheerhesa of 
tho muslin. This pattern has always 
been rifled on woolen goods, and some- 
times on sateen, but never until now has 
it boon successfully produced on thin 
cotton goods. 

I ulso noticed a lino of striped seer- 
suckors and nnothor of pampas cloth, 
and these two will bo largely employed 
in making tennis suits and such gowns 
as will receive tho hardest wear. 

Velvot trimmings on gowns will be 
worn all the season through wherever 
thoy can be put. Private information 
tells mo that plush is to bo worn in the 
fall to an extent never beforo dreamed 
cf. I am not sorry, for it is a superb 
material und becoming to all, the only 
drawback being its cost.

An Oiler of Free Band Music tor the 
Park Not Havnioiiiously 
Received. 



The Saanich Railway Scheme Still Liv- 
ing— Coal Tenders All at 
One Price- 



Tho City Council met last evening, Mayor 
Beaven in the chair, and all tho members 
present. 

Tho City Assessor reported the petitions 
against the improvements on Montrose 
avenuo and Stanley uveuue not sanctioned. 

Tho engineer of tho Victoria A Sidney 
railway sent a communication in answer to 
a resolution of tho Council, enclosing a plan 
of tho roud along Elk and Heaver lake, and 
stating the property required for right-of- 
way 

Ald. MoKillican suggested that a com- 
mittee should see that the level of the road 
be sufficiently high so as not to interfere 
with future enlargements of the water basin. 

On motion of Aid. Belyca, seconded by 
Aid. Henderson, this suggestion was 
adopted. 

.MUSIC FOR TUB PARK. 

Lieut. -Col. Holmes, commandant of C 
Battery, wrote, offering the services of their 
band to play from May 1 to September .'10, 
at Beacon Hill Park from ,'j to 4:.'{0 o'clock ; 
and at the Market Hall from S to 9:30 p.m., 
on alternate Saturdays ; the Council to pro- 
vide conveyance for the band. 

Ald. Miller objected that the poor peo- 
ple could not attend at the park on Satur- 
day afternoon, or at the hall in the evening, 
and he thought it a pity that the music 
could not be given on the park on Sunday 
afternoons, as had always been tho custom. 

Ald. McTavisii said he had spoken on 
this subject to Col. Holinep, who was 
willing that the band should play on Sun- 
day if requested by the Council. 

Ald. BULYEA considered that the bands- 
men of C Battery were just as much entitled 
to a day of reBt on Sunday us anyone clee, 
and if they were not willing to pluy on Sun- 
day ho thought they should not be asked to 
do bo. Saturday afternoon beinc a very 
general holiday was a most fitting time. 
1'hero wore a large number of citizens who 
objected to having music in tho park on 
Sunday, acd these Bhould be considered. 
He moved that Col. Holmes' offer be accept- 
ed with thanks. 

Ald. MoKlLLIOAN seconded tho motion 
and strongly protested ugainst the desecra- 
tion of the Lord's day by having music in 
the park. 

Ald. Munn said the bandsmen preferred 
to play on Sunday. 

The Mayor thought very many people, 
to whom they should not needlessly give 
offence, were very strongly opposed to Sun 
day music. 

Ald. Henderson - said that for the sake 
of gratifying the one thousand narrow- 
minded people who thought it a sin to listen 
to a tune on Sunday the ten thousadd who 
wanted to hear it should not be disap- 
pointed 

Ald. Miller stated that the bandsmen 
themselves, through their authorized leuder, 
had applied for permission to use the stand 
on Sunday. The tram car people had 
offered them free transportation to and 
from the park. They knew when they 
would have the best congregation. 

An amendment by Aid. Miller requesting 
Col. Holmes that the music lie furnished on 
Saturdays and Sundays alternately was 
inled out of order. Aid. Belyea'a motion 
failed to carry and the matter was left un- 
disposed of 

VICTORIA, SAANICH & .V V. HOAD. 

The following ielter wus read : 

Victoria, April 10, is:-:!. 
To His Worship the Mayor and Ahlcrmcn : 

Gentlemen :— I have tho honor, in accord- 
ance with tho aavice and concurrunco of the 
directors of tho Victoria, Saanich & Now 
Westminster Railway Company, to inform you 
that negotiations are now pending for the pur 
pose or completing all necessary arrangements 
to secure tho immediate commencement and 
vigorous prosecution till completed of the Vic- 
toria, Saanich & Now Westminster railway, in 
accordance with the provisions of tho charter 
of ihe company, and that suoh nogotlat ions are 
likely to be completed wi bin a brief period. 

Under such circumstances I am instructed 
Id ask the Municipal Council to defer any 
present action calculated to alter the existing 
relations between the company and tho cor- 
poration, and particularly with reference to 
the Victoria, Saanich &. New Westminster 
Railway Interest Bonus By-law. 1881). as such 
action may jeopardise the negotiations now 
pending, and operate disastrously to the best 
Interests of tblB city, and alro to tho company 
who have expended a largo amount of money, 
as well as a long period ot time, in endeavoring 
to secure rapid communication between this 
city and the i Hies of tho near Mainland. 

(Signed! A. DRCOBMOa. 
President of tho V.s. 8c N.W. Ry. Co. 

The communication was referred to n 
special committee consisting of Aldermen 
Belyea, Bragg and Henderson. 

JosephD. Porreator wrote suggesting that 
tho names of streets ho marked distinctly 
at each corner, as at present it was very 
difficult for strangera to find their way. Re- 
ferred to Street committee 

Drake, Jackaon .t Hendcken, agents for 
Carl P.ossi, wrote regularly to the Council 
to have his fence replaced, on the Saanich 
road, interferred with by the sewerage work, 
and also to have abated tho nuisance caused 
by the box drain being bo placed us to dis- 
charge on his property. 

Secretary Elliott of tho Board of Under- 
writers, wrote usking that tho recommenda- 
tions for belter lire protection, mude by the 
Chief of tho Firo Deportment in his last 



unnual report, bo carried out, especially 
with respect to Victoria West. If this wus 
not done it would be necessary to raise tho 
rates. 

Tho Secretary of tho Board of Trade 
wrote to ask u refund on account of their 
expenditure in laying an asphalt sidowalk 
in front of their new building. Referred to 
committee. 

Tho motion of which Aid. Munn had 
given notice, re the cancellation of tho oiler 
of a bonus to tho Victoria, Saanich k New 
Westminster Railway Company coming up, 
Aid. MoKillican suggested that in view of 
tho letter from the company the motion 
should stand over. Agreed to. 

THE WATER SOPPLV. 

Tho motion by Aid. Munn. relative to 
securing a temporary supply of water from 
the Ksquimalt Water Works Company, was 
read. 

Ald. BRAOO thought it hotter to make an 
attempt to have the water commissioners 
draft a plan for permanently improving the 
water supply. 

Ald. Styles considered that the supply 
at bilk lake is practically inexhaustible ; 
sufficient at least for a city of a hundred 
thousand people. What was wanted was u 
larger pipe, tho water being now drawn 
trom the lako to the city through a twelve- 
inch pipe though there were sixtccn-iuch 
mains in the city. 

Ald. BELYEA said tho proposition meant 
that wo shall have to pay tor at least half 
a million gallons per day for u period of 
tivo years, and it might even go up to one 
million gallons, This would entail a very 
largo outlay, and would represent tho inter- 
est ou u very largo loan with which wo 
might improve our own service. Tho mat- 
ter was a very serious one and might well 
be referred to a committee. 

After long discussion, tho motion being 
put was declared lost by tho Mayor, tho 
aldermanio vote being iqually divided as 
folio ,vs : Yeas- Aid. Alunn, McTavish, 
Henderson and Belyeu. Nays— Aid, Mil- 
ler, Bragg, Styles and MoKillican. 

COAL AND WOOD TENDERS, 

Tenders for tho Bupply of coal anil wood 
required for the electric lighting station 
were opened and found to be uniform in the 
price asked , — For Wellington coal per ton, 
57. oO; slack $4, and wood por cord, cut and 
split, $5 50;— lrom tho following six tirins : 
Hall, Goeptl & Co. , Wm. Broderick, VV. 
Walker, Rock Bay Coal and Wood Yards, 
Central Goal and Wood YaJds (wood 55. 2o) 
and Rattray & Co (wood §1); the only vari- 
ation being in the price of wood, as noted in 
the last two tenders. 

Ald. Bklve.v said that there was such, a 
unanimity in the tenders they should all be 
accepted — turn about. After some discus- 
sion, on suggestion of Aid. MoKillican the 
tenders were referred to the Electric Light- 
ing committee for report. 

The by-law relating to the proposed loan 
for the purpose of park improvement was 
considered in committee for an hour and 
considerable progress made. 

Ald. BELYEA suggested that a By-law 
committee should be appointed to consider 
tho wording of all by-laws submitted to the 
Council, after the tirst reading. 

Ihe Council adjourned at 11.10 to meet 
again this evening fur the consideration of 
pending by-laws. . 



MONEY .UN MINING. 



Mr. J. F. Wardner Tells of the HJchness 
and Development of the Kttblo- 
Slocau Country. 



Fifteen Thousand Sacks of Ore 
Stowed Away Waiting- for 
Shipment. 



Mr. J. F. Wardner, the well known heavy 
Weight mining expert, arrived heroyester- 
duy from Kaslo, which point ho left on 
Saturday last, coming out by tho Bonner'a 
Ferry route, Spokane and Tacoma. At the 
time he left navigation was open and had 
been open for u week, there being no less 
than seven boats on tho route to Kaslo. 
They are carrying all the freight and pas- 
sengers they can handle The Spokane was 
lengthened during tho winter by twenty 
feet, and had about $5,000 spent on her in 
improvements eo that she is now very com- 
fortable and commodious. Her cargo 
capacity is 150 tons. 

" About one hundred a day iB tho average 
number of men going in there no w," said 
Mr Wurdner. " Kaslo is tho immediate 
destination, but from thoro they are scat- 
tering out all over tho district, up to Lar- 
doau and all along the lakes. The snow Is 
out of Bight at KubIo. About half a mile 
from tho town it begins to be about two 
inches deep and runs from that ull tho wuy 
up to fifteen feet na you get up 
to tho mountains. Tho miners and 
prospectors who ure going in thero now 
aro all ready for work us soon as tlio snow 
goes. Wo have plenty of good restaurant 
accommodation, so none go hungry. A 
number uro taking time by the forelock, 
and instead ot waiting until the snow is 
goue, are building their houses and cabins 
so as to be ready for business as soon as tho 
ground iB clear. It is a sight to seo the 
boats that are being built. In that country 
a rowboat is to a miner what u onyuse is 
in any other mining country. It is the 
means of transportation and is used to 
' puck ' supplies in and take the otc out." 

Mr. Wardner describes the men who are 
going into that section of the country as

Csed in Millions of Homes— 40 Years the Standard 
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being for tho most part above tho average 
— men who can work their own claims and 
who intond to do it. These, too, are the 
early comers, but, ill six weeks timo, 
when tho snow is gone, there will 
be men who are going to invest 
heavily In buying and working clainiB. 
The prospectors are from all parta of the 
United States and Canada, but principally 
from Colorado and Coeur d'Alene. 

The winter's work has, so fur as the 
mines aro concerned, been all underground 
development, the mine owners preparing to 
ship ore as soon as thore is railway accom 
modution. "Thero are now stored in ware 
houses at Kaslo," continued Mr. Wurdner, 
"over 15,000 sacks of ore. When a new 
coiner arrives and wants to know what there 
is behind this town, all a real estate man 
has to do is to take him in thero and show 
him the solid stuff, which speaks for itself. 
That little pi'o will average up 70 per cent, 
lead and 12a ounces, and the value 
of it may be to some extent judged when 1 
tell you that the several advances mude on 
it will aggregate over $75,001). Building in 
the town m very brisk. Tho new sixty- 
room hotel is now running. It has a big 
ollice and rotunda, and thero it is that all 
business men congregate in the evenings to 
talk matters over. Ore shipments uro being 
mr.do to Tacoma, Spokane and Sun Fran- 
cisco, and will continue all summer. The 
mines are in great shape for taking out ore. 
They aro mostly developing like tho Slociin 
Star mine which is controlled by a wealthy 
Milwaukee company that is going to keep 
right on clearing away the veins and will 
not ship until there is a railway. The ap- 
propriation that has been made for the 
wagon road will have the tll'ect of putting it 
in first-cluas order, and lots of ore will come 
out that way. Freights down will bo cheap 
on accoimt of the wagoua having to go in to 
the upper towns and camps with suppliea 
and wanting loads for the return trip. The 
pooplo aro very much pleased with what 
has been done for them in this respect by 
the Government." 

Mr. Wardner heard a few dayB ago of a 
heavy deal that baa been completed by one 
of tho big financial compauiea now in tho 
Kaslo-SIocan country. It is known as the 
American Investment Co., and ia principally 
composed of Diduth and Minneapolis men, 
the former being represented by General 
Scott, and the latter by Mr. Middaugh. 
They havo just closed for Cfteen claims ad- 
joining tho Slooan Star, and have bought 
Bigelow's addition to New Denver, and a 
controlling interest in the Four-Mile town- 
site. 

Thero ia a big lot of general news from 
Kaslo, Tho improvement company above 
referred to in order notto be blocked Bhould 
there bo n break in tho wugon road haaseut 
in eight tons of suppliea. The Slooan Star 
lias resumed work with fifteen men, tho 
manager, B. F. White, having returned 
They will put in a concentrator as 
soon as there is proper transporta- 
tion. Tho Theatre Comiquo h»s been 
completed and will be running all summer, 
tho arrangement being that every company 
which plays in tho Theatre Comiquo in 
Spokane ia to go up there for two weeks. 
The new theatre cost over $7,000 and is a 
very suitab'o building. The town will be 
incorporated in about three or four weeks. 
The tirst mayor will be Mr. George Kain. 

Mr. Wardner left by the Islander this 
morning for Vancouver. Ho will be on the 
Coast a couple of weeks and will then go 
back to West Kootenay. He hopes to have 
l-ieforc his return some definite information 
as to railway construction, which is very 
much needed in the Slocan.
